Heis capable, and there 
is no objection that could be brought against

*‘Leave the papers with me,’ said the. pres- 
ident in his way, ‘‘and I'll have the man’s 
character looked into.” 

“What's that?’ exclaimed the speaker. 
“You'll look into his character? Why, Mr.

Is not that enough to 
settle the question of character?” 

The president still looked cold, as though

NO SEPARATE CARS 
Did Recommend 


Even If the Governor 
Them. 

CotumerA, S. C., December 20.—{Special. | 
The house of representatives, by a vote of 64 
to 26, has.rejected the bill recommended by 
the governor in his annual message requiring 
railroads to provide separate cars for whites 
and biacks. It was defyated on the ground, 
as expressed by leading members of the house, 


that to carry out its provisions would stbyett: 


the railroads'to great hardship and expense; 
and, on the other hand, there was no necessity 
for it, asthe colored people, with but few ex~ 
ceptions, traveled on second-class cars, and as 
a rule. were well behaved, the 
only exegptions being at times when 
large excarsions were run. The house is com- 
posed of 118 white democrats, two colored 
democrate@nd four colored republicans. The 
recent angduncement that the civil rights law, 
enacted by §he republicans during the recon- 
struction period, had been repealed by the 
legislaturg@arae ineorrect. The bill was passed 
by the house, but-now hangs fire in the senate, 
aud its fate ts extremely uncertain.

4VE ARE GETTING THERE. 


Reports Showing a Great Inerease in the 
iWealth of the South.' 
CHATTANOOGA, December 20.—The Trades- 
man has reports from various states auditors 
and governors throughout the south, relative 
to increasing the taxable wealth and other 
material interestsin the past decade. Reports 
are from the best sources procurable, and of- 
ficials inform the Tradesman that they will 
vary only slightly from the official reports of 
the United States census. Reports show the 
following: Assessed valuationjfrom auditor’s 
book in twelve southern states today is .$3,- 
706,906,168, against $2,164,792,585 in 1580, an 
increase in ten years of 71.7-10 per cent. The 
actual weath of the south today is estimated 
by officials at $10,158,700 against 
$5,844,000,000 in 1880. This ,shows 
based upon the semi-official census report up 
to the year 1890, the per capita wealth as 
assessed, of $195.33, against $147.88 in 1880, 
and Sthe actual wealth per fcapita today of 
$652.11 against $385.62. State debt of twelve of 
the southern states is today according tothe 
reports of these officials $89,185,475, against 
$124,066,897 in 1880, and a total indebtedness, 
including state, county @nd municipal of the 
entire south, is 182,426,575, against $217,693,- 
585 in 1880. The average rate of taxation 
througout the southern states ig today 4.03 
mills, against 4.60 in 1880. The state revenue 
of the twelve southern states is today $20,312,- 
739, against $13,249,866 in 1880, an increase of 
53 3-10 per cent.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 20.—[Special.]

A SICKENING SUICIDE.

but on recovering he rushed out for help, s-— 


turning with two police oflicers. They opened 
the door on a terrible scene. Ballabosich was 
still in the middle of the floor, standing in a 
lake of blood tearing out his vitals, cutting 
them off in sections and throwing them in a 
heap on the floor. 

The officers grappled with the maniac, but 
notwithstanding his frightful loss of blood he 
still possessed the strength of half a dozen 
men. After struggling with them they suc- 
ceeded in overpowering him. He was then 
handcuffed and taken tothe receiving hos- 
pital. A great pile of intestines were left 
stringing alout the room. 

When he was brought into the hospital 
three or four feet of his bloody vitals dragged 
upon the floor. Nothing could be done, but 
the doctor trimmed off the obtruding intes- 
tines and did what he could to relieve the 
sufferer. He died at 9 ) o’clock. 


BURGLARS IN TROY. 


The City Marshal Gives One of Them a 
Lively Chase. 

Troy, Ala., December 20.—([Special.]—Be 
tween twelve and one o’clock this morning, 
City Marshal Sanders heard the dull, heavy 
thuds of a hammer, as though striking upon 
iron, in the postoftice.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., December 20.—[Spe- 
cial.]|—The recent action of the adjutant- 
general in regard to disbanding the inactive 
military companies of the state, makes defunct 
one of the most historic companies ever organ- 
ized in Georgia. 

The Baldwin Blues, of this city, were organ- 
1zed over forty years ago, and during that time 
they alone stood guard over the peace and 
property of the people of Milledgeville. At 
the beginning of the war, under the lamented 
George Doles, they went with the old Fourth 
Georgia regiment tothe front, and won, dur- 
ing the struggle that followed, a distinction 
equal tothatof any other company on the 
field. They left [|Milledgeville in ’61 
with eighty-four men, and, with re- 
cruits, mustered during the war something 
over one hundred and fifty men. They were 
in nearly every battle of the war, from Bull 
Run to Spottsylvania, and returned to,-this 
city at the war’s close With leas than 4¢.54#'t,; 
men, and a majority of them were “warfully 
wounded at some time during tha war. When 
the dauntless Doles waa promoted to the rank 
of general, he was succeeded, as captain, by 
the gallant Jacob Caraker, who survives the 
company. After the war the company sus- 
taiined a great reputation asadrill team, but 
interest began to lag and its material absorbed 
by other organizations until its disbandment 
was a necessity.

THE NEGRO EXUDUS 


WHICH HAS COMMENCED IN NORTH 
: GEORGIA. 


Plantations Deserted by Their Occupantse— 
Howthe Movement Was Worked Up in 
Polk and Bartow, 


Crpartown, Ga., December 20.—[Special.] 
A general exedus of the negroes of Polk and 
Bartow counties is in progress, 

For some time rumors have been afieps 
along the line of the East aud West road of 
Alabama to the effect that a great part of the 
negro population would emigrate to Arkansas. 

Little attention was paid to these reports 
until last Monday when the citizens of Cedar- 
town awoke to find their depot crowded with 
colored people waiting to be transported to 
their new homesin the southwest. An inves- 
tigation was instituted and it soon transpired 
that the 150 or more farm laborers who were 
collected 4t’ the depot were only the pioneers 
in the gteat exedus which will soon depopu- 
late Bartow and Polk counties of their farm 
hands. 

THE WHOLE EMIGRATION 

scheme has been worked with great skill, and 
has been kept a profound secret until matters 
had gone too far for the white influence to 
have any effect. Three months agothe sec- 
tion of country from above Cedartown to be- 
low Statesborough in Bartow county, was 
flooded with circulars and pamphlets, which 
set forth in glowing terms, the advantages 
offered colored emigrants to Arkansas. The 
high wages paid, the good homes which were 
given away and the ease with which a living 
could be made were all set forth in glowing 
colors. After this sort of literature had been 
given time to circulate and have its due effect, 
a new element in the organized plan to obtain 
WORKING MEN FOR ARKANSAS 
was introduced. 

Two colored men named Gus and Sam 
Spradling, who had once lived in Polk county, 
suddenly reappeared. They stated that they 
had just returned from Arkansas and knew all 
about the promised land. That there were 
drawbacks to perfect happiness there, these 
two men admitted, but they claimed that 
wages were high and work so plentiful, that 
neither man, woman or child, could possibly 
suffer want as long as they had two arms and 
were willing to use them moderately. A 
month or more was given the two Spradlings 
to do their share of the work, and then one of 
the master schemers . 

COMMENCED PAYING HIS PART. 

This time the actor was a white man named 
Henry Terrell. He was very well known 
through all that section of the country, and 
when the citizens of Cedartown recognized 
him they paid no particular attention to him, 
and never thought of asking any questions. 
It has, however, been learned since last Mon 
day that he constantly met his victims at 
night in the school attached to the colored 
Baptist church. Those who heard 
him say that he described himself as a large 
plantation owner in Arkansas with immense 
crops that he was unable to work and garner 
for the lack of hands. He frankly told his 
hearers that he knew he would have to pay 
big wages, but he could afford todo it, and 
was willing to do it. He produced contracts 
in which he promised to give $15 a month and 
board toevery man. For boys twelve years 
old he would give $12, and for little chaps of 
ten years, $10 a month was offered. 

THE WOMEN ALSO WERE REMEMBERED, 
each one was to get tifty cents a day and her 
board to be paid at the end of every week. 

One little clause in the contract Mr. Terrell 
did not, however, dilate upon. In that one 
it was agreed that in consideration of the 
transportation furnished to Arkansas no one 
accepting the terms offered would recciya uny 
pay at all until by his labor he kat worked out 
the cost of the journsy. 

Mr.. Tawiell soon obtained sufficient signa- 
tures to his contracts to warrant his shipping 
the first consignment of emigrants to their 
destination. He told them that on last Mon- 
day morning a gentleman would arrive trom 
Arkansas with a special train, and gave orders 
that they should all be at the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus depot before six o'clock 
Monday morning. 

Many people living near Cedartown were 
awakened Sunday night by 

THE SOUND OF WAGONS PASSING 

their houses. From every direction the 
travelers commenced making their way into 
the depot, and when the sun rose between 150 
and 200 of them were waiting on the platform 
of the depot. It was intended that by six 
o’clock they should all be on their way out of 
Georgia. Owing, however, to an unlooked for 
delay, the emigrant train and the agent did not 
arrive until the evening, and it was after dark 
when the journey was finally commenced. 

Many of the planters were surprised Monday 
to find the cabins occupied by their hands 
empty, and in comparing notes it was dis- 
covered that 

ALMOST EVERY PLANTATION 

in the vicinity of Cedartown had suffered 
more or less. From some plantations only one 
or two families had left and from others as 
many as five had taken their departure. No 
exact count has yet been taken, but it is sup- 
posed that between thirty-five and fifty fami- 
lies have gone. 

In Bartow county the emigration fever has 
not reached the same point that it hasir Polk, 
although the conductors on the East and West 
road of Alabama say that for the past month 
from four to five families have been leaving 
every day. Last Sunday thjrty-five families 
of colored people withdrew from 
the church at Statesborough for 
the purpose of emigrating to Arkansas. 
At all the small stations the same state of 
things exists in varying degrees. The subject 
of emigration is deeply agitating all the col- 
ored people, and a great many more state that 
they will leave about the first of January. 

THE PEOPLE OF CEDARTOWN 

rre devided in their opinions as to the 'treat- 
ment of the question of the hour. Many of 
them object to public discussion of the matter 
as they claim that the town is on a boom 
which might be effected, if it were 
known that Jabor was leaving the country. 
Others claim that the emigration of the 
colored people will react for the beni- 
fit of the town and its vicinity. They say that 
the country has been over crowded with the 
colored population and if more of them go and 
it becomes generally known, a tide of emi- 
gration would setin such as could never be 
known as long asthe darkies remain. They 
also claim thatall those who have left can 
well be spared as they were not byany means 
desirable citszens. 

The negroes are as divided as the white 
people, some of them say that 

THEY ARE EAGER TO GO, 

and others believe thatthe fine offers made 
will never be executed. Will Harris, a clever 
negro, said that he had been hearing about 
that forty acres of land and the mule ever 
since the war, and the only negroes who ever 
got them were those who worked hard. He 
thought he would have to work ashard for 
them in Arkansas as he would in Georgia, and 
consequently he would remain where he had 
friends.

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‘INSANE FROM TOBACCO. 


A Maniac in a Hotel Overpowers Half a 
Dozen Men. 

New Yorx, December 19.—A party which 
arrived in the city yesterday from Dan- 
ville, Va., registering at - the Hotel 
Bartholdi, was composed of Albert Robertson, 
a wealthy tobacco merchant, his wife and son, 
his brother Nathan (also his. partner in busi- 
ness) and his physician, Dr. W, L. Robinson. 
Mr. Rovertson bas been for a long time under 
daily treatment from troubles grow- 
ing out of  over-indulgence in 
bacco, and it was decided re- 
cently to place him in an asylum. In order 
to get him away from home without exciting 
his suspicion, Mr. Robertson’s physician sug- 
gested that the whole family should visit th 
city and spend a few weeks in sightseeing, 
while enjoying a change of climate, The in- 
valid consented to this agreement, and thus 
was brought without trouble within a convyen- 
ient distance from Bloomingdale. 

At the hotel Mr. Robertson was assigned to 
room No. 7, and a professional nurse secured 
for him. During the afternoon he wished to 
go walking, and in the absence of the invalid’s 
brother, Dr. Robinson volunteered to accom- 
pany him, the nurse being instructed to follow 
at a short distance. Nathan Robertson returned 
to the hotel a few minutes later, found room 
No. 7 deserted and at once came to the conclu- 
sion that his brother had escaped. When the 
party returned, about 5 o’clock, Nathan ap- 
proached the doctor, exclaiming: 

“My God! I thought he had got away!” 

‘‘You mind your own business,’’ retorted the 
afflicted brother, who had overheard the re- 
mark. ‘I know what [ am doing,’ and with- 
out further ado he leaped upon Nathan much 
asacat wouldupon a mouse and belabored 
and scratched him fearfully. Albert isa tall, 
wiry and muscular man, and at this instant he 
seemed possessed of superhuman strength. 
The brother was but asa child in his hands, 
and his cries for helpsbrought the doctor and 
the nurse. Both these, however, were knocked 
to the floor as quick as thonght. The maniac 
foucht like a tiger. 

The clerk on duty in the hotel office rang 
his bell violently, and a couple of porters came 
to the rescue, but they, too, bit the dust. It 
was not until five stalwart apr of the 
house had united their strength and weight 
that the infuriated man was subjected and 
held down. Meanwhile, a policeman had been 
called in and an ambulance summoned. Fif- 
teen minutes later Robertson was securely 
strapped in a strait-jacket and removed to 
Bellevue hospital. He probably will be taken 
to Bloomingdale today. Beyond scratches and 
bruises, none of the parties assaulted by Rob- 
ertson sustained any injury. 

To show what an inveterate slave to tobacco 
Robertson is the doctor said he consumed no 
less than a pound anda half on the way from 
Washington to this city. The tobacco he 
masticated as one might food, and his daily 
consumption of the narcotic at home was 
from two to three pounds. The party has 
been three days en route from Danville, and 
at times the doctor and the man’s brother had 
all they could do to restrain the patient, Dr. 
Robinson having forgotten to bring a supply 
of cocaine, which generally had a quieting 
effect upon his patient. 


GEORGE W. CABLE. 


How His Offense is Viewed in Nashville and 
the South. 
From the Nashville American. 

The Chicago Inter-Ocean is shocked beyond 
measure because southe'n newspapers have de- 
clared that George W. Cable, havingseen fit to place 
himself upon a social level with negroes, cannot 
hope tobe respected by southern whites. The 
Inter-Ucean regards sucly expressions as violent 
exhibitions of prejudice’ against the negroand al- 
most equalin heniousness to the crime of shooting 
or bulldozing the colored voter. Yet we venture 
the assertion that the esteemed editor of the Inter- 
Ocean would preferto be caught by the police in 
the worst gambling hell in Chicago than be seen by 
an acquaintance tripping the light fantastic with 
a dusky damz<-el. He knows very well 
that there are bala) reenoctahle whita 
people in Chicagr. who have any social toleration 
for the negnuwr for any man who puts himself upop 
thé same social plane with negroes. When Mr. 
Cable, upon the occasion of his recent visit to Nash- 
ville, deliberately emphasized bis peculiar and of- 
fensive ideas by becoming the social lion of negro 
society The American promptly told him that, hay~ 
ing made his choice, he must abide it, so far as the 
southern people are concerned. If Mr. Cable were 
honest we should respect him as a sincere fanatic— 
or rather our contempt for him would be much less 
thanitis. But he isnot honest. Mr. Cable writes 
books to please a taste which is hostile to the south 
and slandersthe southern people for the money 
there isin it. He has not the poorexcuse which might 
be urged in defense of tne yankee Puritans whose 
praise he courts and whose money he works for; if 
he were Puritan born and bred he might urge that 
he was constitutionally incapable of keeping his 
meddlesome nose out of other people's business, or 
of seeing anything but evil in other people's con- 
duct. But George W. Cable has lived in the south 
long enough to know the folly and wickedness of 
inspiring ignorant negroes with vain d-eams of so- 
cial equality, and there are plenty of New England 
yankees who would be glad to see the south forced 
to drink even this; bitter cup, though they would 
die ratherthan taste it themselves. To these Mr. 
Cable isa hero. He dared to go right among these 
southernersand defy their prejudices against the 
negro. And what Mr. Cahle did on one occasion, 
with his hand to his nose, the southern people are 
asked to do all the time, 

We sincerely hope that we shall have no more of 
this contemptible renegade. And right here it is 
perhaps proper,to say thatitis not right that re- 
spectable southern schools and colleges should be 
imposed upon by baving this traitor to his race 
and people foisted upon them asan honored guest. 
It will not do any southern school or university any 
good for it to go abroad that it receives with honor 
and welcomes with adulation a man who preaches 
and practices social equality between the races and 
whose chief business in lifeisto write lies about 
thesouth. This is something the southern people 
will not tolerate, and the sooner it is understood 
thebetter. We trust it will never become necessary 
for us to speak plainer on this subject than we haye 
already done.

The 
tollowing summary, showing the extent of electric 
railways in each state andin Canada, indicates 
that Ohio has the greasest number of miles of elec 
tric railways, while Pennsylvania, with only one- 
third of Ohio’s electric railway tracks, has the 
greatest numberof cars propelled by electricity. 
New York state stands next to Ohio in total length 
of roads, as well as number of cars. Massachusetts 
comes next, with 76%4 miles and 118 cars; in a short 
time, however, Boston’s extensive electric railway 
system ‘will place the O.d Bay state far ahead of ail 
others.

YOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOL CHILDREN 
Of ATLANTA, 


The Board of Education Will Try to Secure 
Three New Buildings—The Board to Or- 
ganize—The New Members to Go In. 


The organization of the board of education 
next Thursday will be an important. event in 
the history of that body. . 

Three new members will be admitted, 

Orignally the board was composed of mem- 
bers elected from the city at large, but two 
or three years ago the general council passed 
an ordinance making the repregentation by 
wards. The board was then made up of 
eighteen members and was considered too 
large, An ordinance reducing the member- 
Ship to two from each ward was adopted, the 
ordinance declaring that the reduction should 
be accomplished by the retirement of a mem- 
ber form each ward as bis term expired. 

The first, fourth, fifth and sixth wards have 
each been reduced to two, by that ordinance, 
while the sedond and third have not been 
affected as the term of neither representative 
in either ward has expired. 

Only a few weeks ago the general council 
passed an ordinance creating three members 
from the city at large, and to these positions 
were elected: 

Captain R. J. Lowry, Captain J. W. Eng- 
lish and Hon. H. W. Grady. 

An interesting bit of history, showing the 
popularity of an Atlantian is connected with 
that piece of legislation. Captain R. J. 
Lowry had been a member of the board for 
many years, and when the membership was 
divided into wards, was accredited to the 
sixth ward. That ward was represented by 
Hon. W. A. Hemphill, Mr. Hoke Smith and 
Captain Lowry. The ordinance reducing the 
membership struck Captain Lowry because his 
term was the first to expire. He could not be 
returned because the terms of his colleagues 
extended into the future. The captain had 
made one of the best members the 
board had ever had, and to the 
teachers he had been especially kind. 
By them his retirement was particularly re- 
gretted,and, hoping to retain him,they united 
in a petition to the general council to retain 
him in some way. The paper, upon motion of 
Mr. Moran, was referred to the committee on 
schools, with his suggestion that a membership 
from the city at large might be created. The 
school committee accepted the suggestion and 

resented an ordinance creating three mem- 
ers from the city at large. 

Captain Lowry was, of course, elected as one 
of the three.

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Voting Under Dictation. 

The Boston Transcript intimates that 
northern men do not seek homes in the 
south because they are there denied the priv- 
flege of an untrammeled ballot. It says: 

“A northern man is so used to voting as pleases 
him and tosecing his vote counted as he cast it, 
that he little relishes being told, not how he should 
vote, but how he must yote. To vote under dicta- 
tion is to him to forfeit his manhood. Ifhe cannot 
vote as pleases him in one section, he will go to 
another where he can.”’ 

The facts of the case are against our con- 
temporary. In the north wealth has always 
been an active factor in politics. The idea 
of Jay that ‘‘the men who own the coun- 
try should govern it,’ struck the northern 
mind fauorably, and it is the dominant idea 
to this day. It was only last year that 
Rhode Island got rid of the property quali- 
fication required for voters. With or with- 
out this ‘qualification property, or wealth, 
looms up as the power behind the average 
northern voter. 

Voting under dictation is nothing new to 
the masses of the north. In the mills and 
factories of New England and the middle 
states, and in their mines and great corpo- 
ration industries, the employes know the 
disastrous consequences of an independent 
ballot. Take, for instance, the case of a 
working man in that region who is paid off 
in the scrip of the company employing him. 
He handles no money. His scrip is good 
only at the company’s store. He lives ina 
house owned by the company. When elec- 
tion day rolls round he receives a hint that 
gvote for acertain ticket would be to the 
interest of his employers.

The Transcript will say that we are des- 
cribing an extreme case. In every political 
campaign the northein papers report just 
such instances. Undoubtedly they occur, 
but the same cannot be said of the Boston 
paper’s picture of northern men voting 
under dictation in the south. Nor is there 
a particle of truth in the insinuation that 
a northern man’s independent or honest 
vote would not be counted in any southern 
state. There is not a case ofthe kind on 
record, and it cannot be-found. 

The eorporations, monopolists and band- 
ed millionaires of the north are quietly but 
determinedly carrying into public affairs 
Jay’s maxim already quoted, that ‘‘the 
men who own the country should govern 
it,’’ and as they constitute the employing 
class they menace the freedom of speech 
and action of the hirelings who look to 
them for their daily bread. The south lacks 
this compact organization of weatth, and 
hence its power is not so directly felt by the 


masses. 


The Fort Valley and Waycross Connec- 
tion.

A South-Hater Confesses, 

‘‘There is but one flag for the union,”’ 
says the Iowa State Register, Brother 
Clarkson’s paper. ‘‘It waves over a nation 
of Americans.’’ This is undoubtedly true, 
but it is very curious that the State Register 
should be willing to admit it after cursing 
and abusing the southern people for a quar- 
ter of a century as traitors, assassins and 
murderers.

China as a Model. 

It is the fashion to laugh at the Chinese, 
and their pig-tails, their manners and cus- 
toms, and their grotesque religion, but Mr. 
David Nicol, who has made a life time study 
of China serlously advises us to take that 
country as a model in many things, and 


| especially in the matter of political economy. 


The Chinese were a civilized people, tol- 
erably far advanced in science and art, long 
before our race emerged from barbarism. 
They had government, laws and literature 
when the Britons were mere savages, clad 
in the skins of wild beasts, and roaming 
about in their native forests. Undoubtedly 
a social system which has kept three hun- 
dred millions of people together for 
thousands of years, while other nations 
have disappeared, is worth studying. 

Mr. Nicol of course does not advise us to 
adopt the Chinese form of government, nor 
all of their Jaws and customs. What he 
commends to our attention is the fact that 
from the very beginning of Chinese history 
everything has been subordinated to the 
claims of .a well-ordered intellectual superi- 
ority. In China no amount of wealth can 
raise a family to the aristocracy. Only one 
thing can advance a man socially and politi- 
cally, and that is intellectual merit. Under 
such conditions the Chinese have naturally 
become a nation of thinkers, and their 
crowded population has compelled men in 
every rank of life to concentrate their minds 
upon all the problems of social life ranging 
from the greatest down to the simplest. 

It will not do to condemn everything in 
the mode of life of this strange nation just 
because it is radically different from our 
ways. The day is coming when 
this continent will be the home 
of hundreds of millions of people. 
When that time comes it may be that many 
features of the political:economy of the 
Mongolians will be found to be both essen- 
tial and profitable, Our civilization is stil! 
in its infancy, while that of China has stood 
the test of thousands of years.

“The South in the Saddle.” 

The figures which we printed yesterday 
in regard to the industrial progress of the 
south tella most remarkable story. The 
fact that they are compiled by the editor of 
the Manufacturers’ Record is a sufficient 
guarantee that no exaggerated estimates 
have been made. Indeed, it is more than 
likely that the figures given by Mr. Ed- 
monds are an under-estimate. The terri- 
tory covered by the south is very large, and 
the probability is that a great many new in- 
dustries not included in the Record’s returns 
have been put in motion in this section re- 
cently. It not infrequently happens that 
some motive of selfishness, or the habit of 
carelessness restrains those who have devel- 
oped a profitable industry from reporting it 
to the public. 

Of the accuracy of Mr, Edmond’s report 
there can be no sort of doubt, and the 
figures that he gives tell a story of industrial 
progress and development that has no par- 
allel or precedent in the history of this 
country; and yet, notwithstanding this, 
there is good reasen for saying that the in- 
dustrial progress of the south has only fairly 
begun. The capitalists of the north and of 
Europe are only beginning to realize that 
the south offers them an almost inexhaust- 
ible field for profitable investment, and they 
are hastening to take advantage of it. 

A prominent business man of Atlanta, 
who has just returned from a trip over the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad and its 
branches, was amazed at the number of 
northern men he met in that section. 
Northern Georgia and western North Caro- 
lina appear to be swarming with capitalists 
who are seeking an opportunity to invest in 
the iron and coal interests of that region. 


” Heretofore many capitalists of the north 


have permitted themselves to be deceived 
into ignoring the south as a field for invest- 
ment, They have been deceived as to the 
attitude and. temper of the people of the 
south, and as to the situation here, by the 
partisan republican editors whose highest 
ideal of patriotism takes the shape of sec- 
tional prejudice and hate. But now the 
eyes of the business men are opened and 
they are trying, with all possible speed, to 
take advantage of the opportunities the 
south offers. 

In his speech at the banquet of the Bos- 
ton Merchants’ club, Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
made one remark that has not been empha- 
sized or commented on .by any northern 
paper, so far as ouf observation goes. Mr. 
Carnegie declared that the south was already 
in ‘a position to control the iron market of 
this country. A more significant declara- 
tion has not been made recently. Mr. Car- 
negie speaks with the authority of an expert 
in the iron business. Beingan iron-master, 
with an immense amount of capital invested 
in furnaces and works,he is naturally sensi- 
tive to the slighest change in the conditions 
that affect the profit of his output, and the 
change that gives the iron interests of the 
south control of the American market is an 
important oue indeed. 

Another significant fact has recently been 
announced in the newspapers—namely, the 
shutting down of the well-known Joanna 
furnace, near Reading, Pennsylvania. Itis 
said that nearly fifteen hundred tons of pig- 
iron are stored at the furnace, and work 
will not be resumed until it is disposed of. 
The significance of this lies in the contrast 
afforded by our southetn furnaces. The 
Nashville American says that only a few 
week ago the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railway company was forced to advance the 
price of its product in order to secure time 
to fill the demand for pig-iron that the com- 
pany was not able to keep up with. It was 
supposed by the managers that the advance 
in price would give the company an oppor- 
tunity to catch up with its orders, but with- 
in two days after the advance an order was 
received for several thousand tons, 

These things give emphasis not only to 
Mr. Carnegie’s remarks, .but to the wonder- 
ful figures gathered by the editor of the 
Manufacturers’ Record.

He had knocked the other negro 
down with a spade, striking him from behind, and 
then, when his victim was struggling to get 
away, knocked him down three more 
times and killed him. It was .cold 
blooded, brutal murder. Yet he was recommended 
to mercy and given a life sentence. That amounted 
to absolutely nothing. He had yet twenty-three 
years to serve on the old sentence, and toall practi- 
cal intents and purposes that’s a life sentences. It 
amounted to giving aman two life sentences. A 
man seryiuga sentence for life eommits a cold 
blooded murder, and they sentence him for life 
again. That’srll it wes. YhesaPherta ds wus Tom 
Oliver’s—murder siraight out. Tne law really Icft 
no discre .en in the*matier, and yet the jury recom- 
ménd<d him to mercy. The trouble is that these 
cases are an exceedingly dangerous precedent. 
Lawyers cite these cases to a jury, and the juror 
argues, ‘Well, it that brutal murderer was recom- 
mended to mercy, surely I am justified in doing the 
same in this case. This murder is no worse than 
that,’ The more of such cases there are the stronger 
the precedent. There have been too many of them 
in Atlanta. 

“Another thing I notice is the great readiness of 
jurors nowadays to plead a prejudice against capi- 
tal punishment. That, of course, relieves them 
of the great responsibility incident to jury service 
in capital cases, I can't believe all this alleged op- 
position to capital punishment is real It is true, 
perhaps, that a greater percentage of people are op- 
posed to capital punishment now than before the 
war, but there is a lot of humbug about is in these 
days.’’

COURTHOUSE THIEVES. . 
THE CHAMBER OF JUDGE VANEFPPS 
ENTERED AND RIFLED. 


A Window and Several Locks Forced, But as 
Faras Now Kuown Nothing Was Taken 
by the Thieves. 


The county courthouse was broken into 
Thursday night. 

Beyond the breaking of a lock or two and 
scattering a lot of papers in Judge Van Epp’s 
chamber, so far as can be ascertained, no theft 
or damage was done. 

Nobody about the courthouse had any idea 
as to the object of the person or persons who 
effected the entrance to the building, but it 19. 
more than probable that it was court papers, 
that they were after, as none but the-chamber 
of Judge Van Epps was disturbed. 

The entrance was made through a window | 
in the basement, the lock .on the -sash being. 
forced by the use of a lever. All the doors 
leading from the basement were fastened, but 
the thieves succeeded in breaking the lock on 
the main door, which leads up stairs to the 
corridor and city court room. Once here tho 
entire building was open to them, except the 
record room of the county clerk’s office, which 
is secured by large iron doors. The 
other offices would all have been 
easy of entrance, as was proven by the manner 
in which the thieves entered Judge Van 
Epps’s oflice. 

At.the head of the stairs leading from the, 
basement is a thin board partition, reaching | 
half way to the ceiling, with a door opening 
This door was also locked, but 
instead of forcing this, the thieves climbed 
over the top. 

In the hall was a step-ladder. This was 
taken tothe door of thecity court chamber, 
where the thieves used it to climb through the 
transom. 

When Judge Van Epps entered his office 
yusterday morning, he found his papers heaped 
in a confused mass on his desk. When he 
pushed the door open on entering, the judge 
had knocked down a pile of chairs that had 
been placed there to enable the thieves to 
climb back through the transom again. 

Judge Van Epps said, when asked yester- 
day, that he had not missed any of his papers, 
and that he had no idea what the thieves 
wanted.
